THE PRESIDENTS ASSASSIN. 


‘As therd ts no longer a doubt tha® the ‘as. 
rassin pnd. fend who took tho life of Mr. 
Lincoln Inst night was John Wilkes Booth, 
a theatrical performer who. has gained 
some professionol’fame on tho stage, a skotoh 
of his life. will Interest tho people. 
Ho 1s tho thira son of Junius Brotus Booth, 
tho eminent tragedian, who died in the year 
1852 on board of a Missiesippl steamboat while 
fournoying from New Orleans to St. Louls. The 
elder Booth was an Englirhman who mado his 
debut on the London etazeabout the yoar 1820, 
and uftor wehort but brilliant career becawo 
Inyolved fn a quarrel with tho frlonds of E 
mund Kean, thon at.the head of the: Engliah 
stage, whon Mr. Booth with his wlfo emigrated 
to this conntry.
